Berlin, April 8.—A dispatch to the 


Lokal Anzeiger from St. Petersburg 
dated yesterday, says thirty persons 
have been killed and that one nun 
dred were injured during labor dis 
turbances near Nishni-Novgorod. 


The disturbance occurred yester 


day at a large factory near Nishui 
Novgorod. The local civil authori- 
ties were unable to restore order. 
Troops were called out and artillery 
was brought up and fired pointblank 
into the midst of the rioters, killing 
thirty men and wounding a hundred.
